On the plane ride home I was reading the proceedings from FDIM, provided to 
me by Ken Evans, and I was looking at George Dobbs' Six Pack. Guess what 
one of the projects is in the 6 Pack? IT is a voltage monitor!!! Uses a 
LM3914, 2 resistors, and 2 trimpots, plus 10 LEDs. You can set it up so 
that the 1st LED is at 10 V, and have it go up in 1/2 Volt steps. George 
even suggests using different colored LEDs to let you know when you are out 
of the safe range. Hey, what if I used 9 Red LEDs and a Green one for 13.5 
V? Red would be at 10, 10.5, 11, 11.5, 12, 12.5, 13, Green for 13.5, Red 
again for 14, 14.5. Then, when I put the 6V gel cell on the EPS-1, all that 
I have to do is adjust the pot until the green LED lights!! 


Last night, I started building the kit. I did the 6 Pack Voltage Monitor 
first. Piece of cake, all that is left is to mount the LEDs, but the LM3914 
and the resistors and trimmers are in. Small board, don't have it with me, 
> but it measures 1.5 x 2" maybe. 

On the LM3914: this chip has been around a very long time. Not sure (due 
to failing memory) just how long, but recall building a battery voltage 
monitor with a cigarette lighter plug in (I think it is now called an 
accessory voltage plug by non-smokers) from an article in 

Radio-Electronics. I modified the circuit and made an AC monitor for the 
test bench (still in use) that 73 printed many long years ago. (Used a 
transformer to reduce the AC to the 12 volt range with a minimal load for 
stability, rectified and filtered the voltage and then fed it to the 

LN3914. Still very useful and well calibrated after what seems to be 

about 2 decades of use.) The LM3914, while not a real current saver, is a 
very flexible decade step chip that you can cascade for as many decades of 
LEDs as yo think you need for fine divisions. The LM3915 divides in dB 

for audio use (if memory serves). If you have lots of current to spare, 

you can run the LEDs as a growing bar, but for economy, lighting only the 

one that indicates the present value range may be best.

In an earlier post, I speculated that plug-in capacitors could 
be used to increase the frequency range of the SW-40+, perhaps 
with less susceptibility to thermal drift than simply increasing 
the value of C8 (a capacitor in series with the tuning diode). 


Actual measurements produced some surprising results! If they are 
correct, increasing the value of C8 does not significantly increase 
the risk of thermal drift. A carefully implemented plug-in scheme 


(as in setup III. below) has a comparable TCF.

All four setups have L1 (the main oscillator inductor) wound for 
the novice sub-band, and the tuning pot is set fully conter- 


clockwise for lowest frequency. 


Setup I. has a modified eight pin IC socket installed at C7. Three 
pins remain in the socket, and metal in the ununsed center pin has 
NOT been extracted. A parallel combination of NPO capacitors with 
a measured value of 150 pf is plugged into the socket, dropping 
the VFO frequency low enough to hit 7003 KHz (after 


mixing). 


The second setup has a 246 pf at C8 (two more 82 pf NPO caps have 
been added to the original one). No capacitor at all is installed 


at C7. 


Setup III. is exactly like setup I., except the unused metal has 
been extracted from the socket. 


Finally, the stock setup uses only the original 82 pf capacitor 
at C8, and no cap at all at C7. 


Uncertainties in measurement are great enough to permit only the 
conclusion that no significant difference in TCF results from either 
method of modifiying the stock radio -- at least if the plug-in socket 
has all unused metal chunks removed! 


What is "TCF"? It is Temperature Coefficient of Frequency, and it is 
simply the slope of a line representing oscillator frequency 

plotted against temperature. Increased temperature typically produces 
expansion in inductor cores and wires and capacitor plates, resulting 
in lower frequency. A TCF of -20 HZ/degree C means that if air 
temperature increases by 1 degree C, the oscillator frequency drops 
20 Hz. 


TCF is generally thought to provide a better picture of the 
susceptibility of an oscillator to thermal drift than simply 
measuring warm-up drift. The reason is that warm-up drift does 

not take into account temperature changes originating from 

outside the oscillator (e.g., your power transistor heats up during 
a ragchew, or the sun hits your tent at FD!). For a thorough 
discussion of TCF, and how to compensate for it, see Wes Hayward's 
"Measuring and Compensating for Oscillator Frequency Drift", 

in QST, December, 1993. 


My TCF measurement chamber is quite crude. I put the oscillator PCB 

in a cardboard box with a lamp. A thermometer stuck in the side of 

the box tells me the internal air temperature. Both the thermometer 

and the PCB are shaded from the lamp's light with strategically placed 
chunks of cardboard, to minimize radiant heating. Frequency measurements 
are made by listening to the oscillator through a narrow CW filter, and 
gsuesstimating zero-beat. After a ten minute warmup period, I turn on 

the lamp and remeasure frequency with each 2 - 4 degree C increase in 
temperature. 


It would be great to see the results of more sophisticated 
measurements!

I do take gentle exception, though, to the remark about our lack of 
interest in 6M. 6 meters is obviously a fertile ground for experimenters, 
and as many have noted, there's a relative scarcity of gear for this band. The 
requirements for spectral purity are significantly more stringent above 30 


Mhz, though, and that translates into added circuit complexity. The 
experimenter may not care or more likely have a way of verifying whether that 
pine-board rig complies with the regulations for new equipment. It does 
matter a lot, though, to the outfits offering a ‘commercial’ product, whether 
it be kit-based or assembled / tested. 


There are ways to get on 6M pretty simply, as Mike suggests. A DC 
transceiver will put you on the air with a minimum of fuss, but I fear folks 
will tire of some of the shortcomings of that approach rather quickly. Bill 
Kelsey also touched on some of the existing offerings, including the well- 
regarded Rick Campbell (KK7B) designs. The transverter approach allows for 
SSB operation, and at least at first glance, Ten-Tec has that segment sewn up. 
The 'upscale' approach is a stand-alone 6M transceiver capable of both CW and 
SSB operation. Given the prevalance of SSB and/or mixed-mode operation on 
that band, that seems like the approach to consider. I assure you, though, it 
would no longer result in a $25 radio even if offered by the ‘kitting clubs'. 
It's simply the fairly steep cost-vs.-functionality slope which has dissuaded 
kit vendors from getting into 6M so far.

I use a Ten Tec 6 meter transverter with my HF rig. While my rig does 
go down to 5 Watts, this is not essential. The transverter can be 
changed to use a higher or lower drive. 


Since the transverter is available assembled as well as a kit, 
construction skill is not a barrier. 


One bonus is that the transverter can remain connected to the HF rig 
even when running HF, since there are seperate 6m and HF ports on the 


back of the transverter (switched from the front). 


Ten Tec also makes a 2 meter to 6 meter version, which is great for 


FM fans. The manual warns about possible problems if the HF version 
is used above 52 MHz. 


This transverter fills a niche for hams who don't want to build a kit 
and can't afford the over-priced all modes.

Really good spectral purity, such as required on the USA VHF 
bands, is often determined more by the packaging than the 
design, though just about anything can be compromised by bad 
design. 


Making a hetrodyne single board transmitter is a real challenge, 
weak signals will often leak from one end of the board to the 
other. The solution is proper shielding to isolate circuits 
from each other. 


This isn't necessarily a huge problem for the homebrewer, cheap 
metal enclosures are often available surplus or at flea markets, 


particularly if you don't mind a few extra pre-drilled holes.

RS HTX100 10 meter radio.

I have an HTX 100, changed the power control potentiometers so that at 

the LOW setting I get 1 watt , and at the HI power setting I get 10 watts ,

is on SSB. Makes a nice QRP for 10 meters and output transistor will last 
forever. 

The audio quality is somewhat "tinny" , that may have to do with the SSB 
filter or maybe the frequency of the carrier generator crystal, for which I 
don't find any trimmer to adjust . 

Have used this radio with just a dipole, or a 0.32 wavelength vertical 

and it has brought nice DX at QRP levels on SSB mode. 

By the way 0.32 wavelength vertical is much better performer than the 
typical 0.25 wavelength grounplane recommended by the antenna books...

One recipe for an SSB/CW rig for any band from DC to 

UHF is R[12] + T2 + VFO. For 6 meters I would use a VXO 
and multiplier (easy to get right) and if I felt ambitious 
I'd add a receive preamp (MAR-6? MAV-11? BF961?). 


As always, please don't take *xmyx word for it. When Rick 
KK7B wrote his designs up he said essentially the same 
thing - that he was not intending to close the book on 
direct-conversion receiver design, but to add some new 
chapters...

The Neophyte Receiver is a simple direct conversion receiver 
capable of tuning the 80 or 40 meter band. This is accomplished by 
selecting different values of capacitors for the band of choice and is 
documented in the instructions. Microphonics, hum, and LO radiation are low 
to absent in the neophyte as opposed to most other direct conversion 
receivers. It is capable of receiving CW, SSB, and AM signals in the 3.5 to 
4.0 or 7.0 to 7.3 MHz ham bands. 

The original article appeared in the February 1988 QST on page 14. It 
was reprinted in "QRP Classics" on page 20. 

There is also an "Improved Neophyte Receiver" by Wes Baden, K6EIL 
that appeared in "Hambrew" but I'm not sure which issue. Maybe someone else 
in the group can help with that. It incorporates an AF preamplifier and a 
bandpass audio filter which will drive a 2.5 to 3 inch speaker to 
room-level volume. 

These receivers are great little projects (I use them in my high 
school electronics course) and can be used to bridge the gap between a 
code-practice machine and your first transceiver by giving you "on-the 


-air" listening experience. A great learning tool!

Well, as I had promised earlier I had a short story to tell. 

We planned and planned and finally got things going for our trip to the 
Core Banks Island, Carteret County, N.C. 

We operated as NA-067 and were designated as NCO033S for IOTA 
classification. 

The group consisted of the following: 

AA4XX/Paul, AB4PP/JohnPaul, AE4IC/Bob, N1SB/Steve, W3RDF/Don, W4WDN/Lyn, 
WA4NID/Dave, WB40FT/John, WF4I/Derek, and WJ4P/Randy. 

The journey to the island started on Friday morning when the 
different groups started toward Core Banks. Those from the South came 
up into North Carolina, the group from the west and Raleigh area met in 
Clayton, NC and all headed for the ferry at Davis, NC. The ferry as 
shown on the web site was a nice sized boat that accommodated all our 
equipment and several vehicles. I was not there for the the first 


voyage and have absolutely no knowledge about the possible mutiny on the 
way over to the island. I did hear rumors when I arrived the next 
morning for the first ferry to the island. I got to Davis, NC early so 
as not to miss the ferry and not to have to wait for the next one. It 
was good that I did, because I got to meet the Captain and the crew 
beforehand. They related stories of taking over groups of other 
troopers who would go four wheeling. I know most of them, but had 
never gone on one of those ventures. After explaining what we were 
doing on the island they had a better understanding for all the 
equipment. Then they got to see it all put up when I went over to 

the island. It was something to behold, that was for sure. 

What with Paul's/AA4XX vertical sticking up off the island, it 

was plain to see we meant business. 

As it was the group arrived and started well without me. They set 
up camps and made the best use of the wonderful facilities that were 
provided at the new cabins. I am told by the locals to Davis, that they 
had some storm damage during the past winter and hurricane season and 
did a lot of repairs. We were fortunate in that respect, in that we got 
some nice lodging houses on the island. 

The weather could not have been better. It was cool, (not cold) and 
the breezes were sufficient enough to keep the pesky flying critters 
away from us. The sunrises and sunsets were absolutely breath taking. 
Well worth the trip in itself. 

We set up a 160/80 vertical that Paul home brewed and it had 
literally a few miles of radials attached to the bottom and then again 
it had a nice capacitance hat to it too. Long Vertical that worked 
fairly well, nothing to really brag about. But as you will see from 
the logs it did work. Then there was the 40 meter vertical phased set 
used by Bob/AE4IC which put some more in the log book. 

For 10-15-20 a beam was put up on a short mast and turned by hand to 

aim it. It produced some good contacts and put more in the logs. 

A 40 meter inverted V was set up on a portable mast with the apex at 

40 feet and it worked well when the band would cooperate. 

I used my Carolina Beam with the ends folded and it worked very well 
after the bad piece of coax was removed from between the radio and the 
antenna. It was not until late on Saturday that I found it had a bad 
connector on it. When it was taken out of the setup the antenna 

worked very well as usual. This antenna was used right up until 

the time the ferry left for the mainland. This was the last antenna 

on the air. Don/W3RDF kept the beacons going mostly all the time on 

the different bands and that report was already submitted to most of 
you. It can be seen again by request if you missed it. There were a lot 
of stations that copied the beacons and the logs are finished on that 
too. (See the web sites and posts for that info) 

Since we can't tell anymore where someone is by their call the only way 
to show what we did was to compile the logs and put them in here for you 
to view. 

That will follow later.>>>>> at the end 


As for our time on the island. Well, to say the least I am sure the 
whole crew will tell you we had a wonderful time. I can speak for 
myself, and others I am sure, in saying that we really got to know 
each other a little better on this trip. 

We spent countless hours chatting in addition to the work we did 
on the rigs, antennas, and making contacts. After we finally just were 
worn down we took a break and slept on Saturday night for a few hours 
and 
then we all slowly drifted out of the cabins and made our way to the 
different operating positions. We had two tents set up for three 
positions on 160/80, 80/40/20/15 and another for just 40. The 10-15-20 
beam was in a cabin and the 40 phased verticals were in a cabin too. 
My biggest mistake was setting up directly under the beacons, however 
I kept convincing Don to get off my frequencies, hi hi. He can attest 
to me jumping out of the tent when I was trying to put one in the log, 
and yelling that I was getting ready to take down a kite, hi hi.... 
I ran out yelling like a real dumb kid "hey you're on my frequency, like 
I really owned it, hi hi...... But we had gotten our times and 
frequencies mixed up and I was on his........ 

We had very little interference with each other on this trip. 
We spread out far enough and worked on the different bands for the most 
part in such unison that we only worked each other a few times. 
Bob/AE4IC and I still have yet to figure out how we are going to send 
each other a Core Banks QSL card for working from one tent site to the 
cabins..... hi hi 
There is nothing more fearful than coming out of the tent, with the 
windows zipped up and the doorway zipped to keep the cool breezes out 
and meet a raccoon who has found some scraps of food outside near one of 
my locker boxes and then wanted to get in the tent with me and get my 
other nabs and crackers and the like. Needless to say I had left my gun 
down on the floor somewhere and was not supposed to have it there 
anyway. 
But, I don't leave home without it. (I had just gotten off duty the 
night before, gone home, packed up all the gear in my pick-up truck and 
headed down to the coast on the 4 1/2 hour run in the fog and darkness 
and made it to the ferry slip. I did get out of uniform and, of course, 
drove the speed limit down there.) But I did not shoot the raccoon. I 
would have paid dearly for that in a state park. But he did not get any 
of my sandwiches either. When daylight came we found where he had 
gotten a scrap of food here and there and toted it off to his lair. 

Saturday night we convinced the guys from the ferry crew to make 
a run of mercy and we got some extra snacks and relaxed even more that 
night. Those guys really went out of their way to keep us happy. They 
had never seen anything like we did that weekend, and may not for a 
while. However, they did enjoy it and were very inquisitive as to what 
we were doing the whole time. 

We had a lot of visitors who stopped by on their runs with the 
four wheelers and we even had two cute young bikini clad beauties stop 


by to inquire as to what we were doing. Of course it turned out they 
were 12 and under, and their visit turned out to be a real education for 
both of them. They had never seen amateur radio worked that way before 
and both had heard of it, but not seen it. So we did a real service 
there too. I felt proud trying to explain what we were doing. Also, 
they had never met a State Trooper before who knew how to talk in 
finger talking language. 

No mention was made of Don's tent, because he did not have one. 
Don operated from a chair and a blanket the whole time he put up the 
kites and the beacons. For those of you who have a query about why 
he is called the kitemeister, well you have to see that bird in 
action to appreciate his work. He really had a plan and he put it to 
use and set em up as fast as he could. Some of the kites and the 
beacons were very heavy and large and he did a lot of work in that 
category. You should all get a chance to see that if you can. It is 
well worth it. When the winds died down, so did the kite flying, but 
that turned out only to be at night.

I had 
not

Well, we finished up the trip in fine fashion on Sunday. We were 
scheduled to leave the island about noon and got all the gear packed up 
and ready to go and I stayed on the air until the last. I figured that 
Since I got there on Saturday and did not get any operating in on Friday 
night, I might as well hang in there for those of you who tried to make 


a contact with us. As you will see from the logs I did get quite a few 
in in that time span too. I am glad to have done it for all of you. 

We had a very nice time and when we finally departed from the 
island (some two hours late---boat broke down and Lyn had to help them 
engineer a way to get their batteries charged up. he even thought of 
ways to hook up the solar panels we had to get it running) (Now can you 
imagine the advertising we could have done with that one, solar powered 
ferry boat from Davis NC, or ferry boat saved by solar power.... saved 
by Ham Radio Ops on an expedition of some sort.

We left the island and were already making plans on the long ferry ride 


back on how we were going to set up the next expedition and where..... we 
even tried to figure out how to use the Antenna Farm that has been 
abandoned by VOA in Greenville, NC to operate from..... but that is a no 
SO..... can't use that place to transmit from...... we tried..... 

On the way back from the Island several of us were knighted in good 
fashion with the other knights in the audience. Of course the general 


public knew we were a little off anyway, carrying around all that 
hardware, poles and staying in tents when there were perfectly good 
buildings to stay in....
